COXSTITUTION" 


BAPTIST  STATE  COXVEIVTION  OF  NORTH  CAROLIXA. 

Article  1.     This  Institution  shall  be  called  the  Baptist    State  Conveii- 
^tion  of  North  Carolina. 

Art.  2.  The  primary  objects  of  this  Convention  shall  be  the  education 
of  young  men  called  of  God  to  the  Gospel  ministry,  and  approved  by  th(; 
churches  to  which  they  respectively  belong;  the  circulation  of  Bibles  and 
religious  books  ;  the  employment  of  missionaries  within  the  limits  ot  the 
State,  and  a  co-operation  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  the 
promotion  of  missions  injgeneral. 

Art.  3.  The  funds  devoted  to  these  objects  shall  be  bept  distinct  from 
each  other,  and  punctually  appropriated,  agreeably  to  the  specific  intention 
of  contributors. 

Art.  4.  This  Convention  shall  be  6omposed  of  such  individuals  and  del- 
egates from  such  institutions  as  shall  make  adequate  contributions  to  its 
funds. 

Art.  5.  Every  Association  or  individual  shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the 
Convention  one  delegate,  who  shall  be  a  member  of  a  Baptist  Church  for 
every  ten  dollars  paid  into  the  Treasury. 

Art.  6.  Any  regular  member  of  a  Baptist  Church,  by  contributing 
at  one  time,  the  amount  of  thirty  dollars  to  the  funds  of  the  Convention, 
may  become  a  life  member,  provided  he  or  she  continues  a  member  in  good 
standing  in  a  Baptist  church  to  which  he  or  she  belongs.  Also,  by  the 
payment  of  one  hundred  dollars  at  one  time,  may  become  a  hfe  member 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  upon  the  same  conditions. 

Art.  9/  Every  Association  expending  funds  for  State  Missions  or  Col- 
portage  under  the  direction  of  their  respective  Boards,  and  reporting  the 
same  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Convention,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  delegate 
to  this  Body  for  every  fifty  dollars  so  expended. 

Art.  8.  Any  member  of  any  Baptist  church,  and  every  Baptist  church 
or  Association  in  this  State  paying  funds  for  Foreign  or  Domestic  Missions 
to  the  Boards  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  producing  the  re- 
ceipts therefor  to  our  Treasurer,  shall  be  entitled  to  representation  in  this 
Convention  according  to  Articles  5  and  6  of  this  constitution. 

Art.  9.  The  officers  of  this  Convention,  to  be  elected  annually,  shall  be 
a  President,  three  Vice-Presidents,  a  Corresponding  and  Piecording  Secre- 
tary, a  Treasurer  and  an  Auditor,  who,  with  twenty  others,  shall  consti- 
tute a  Board  of  Managers,  five  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum. 
Art.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  lo  preside  at  all  meetings 
,  of  the  Convention  and  Board,  that  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  to  preside  in 
case  of  his  absence,  according  to  seniority.  The  Secretaries  shall  be  re- 
quired to  discharge  the  duties  apppropriate  to  their  respective  offices.  The 
Treasurer  shall  hold  the  funds  of  the  Convention,  to  be  subject  to  the  or- 
der of  the  Board ;  shall  give  security  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty, 
and  shall  mr.ke  an  annual  report  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  which 
shall  be  audited  and  published  wiith  the  minutes. 

Art.  11.     The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  quarterly  or   oftener,  at 

such  time  and  place  as  they  shall  from  time  to  time,  designate ;  when  they 

shall  adopt  such  measures  as  shall  best  tend  to  carry  into  efi:ect  the  objects 

of  the  Convention. 

Aft.  12.     There  shall  be  an  adequate  number  of  Agents,  subject  to  the

(lirci-'lion  of  the  Convention  or  its  Board,  whoso  duty  it^hall  be  to  visit 
A?sociation?,  churches,  <tc.,  and  endeavor  to  secure  their  co-operation 
with  this  Institution,  conformably  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution. 

Art.  13.  Tlie  Convention  shall  "hold  its  meetings  annually,  at  sach  time 
and  place  as  it  shall  direct. 

Art.  14.  The  Convention  shall  require  of  its  Board  a  full  report  of  all 
t'iieir  proceedings  at  each  annual  meeting. 

An.  15.  Any  alteration  may  be  made  in  this  Constitution  at  any  an- 
nual meeting  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 


RUL£$  OF  ORDER. 

1.  Every  meeting  fo^  business  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  prayer 
either  by  the  presiding  officer,  or  some  one  whom  he  shall  appoint. 

2.  Every  speaker  shall  rise  and  address  the  President  on  aoy  suijject  tf 
be  discui^scd. 

3.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  unless  seconded;  and  no  moniber  ^hali 
"speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  motion,  without  special  leave  ot  the 
Convention. 

4.  The  President  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot.  The  otljor  officers  in  r%nj 
way  the  Convention  may  direct,  but  not  necessarily  fro:n  among  the  mom- 
bers. 

5.  Every  question  shall  be  decided  by  the  living  voice,  unless  otherwise 
directed. 

6.  Durintr  the  hours  of  business.jall  private  conversation,  walking  across, 
or  out  of  the  house,  witiiout  permission  of  the  President  first  obtained, 
shall  be  deemed  a  breach  of  order.  ' 

7.  Tlie  names  of  members  shall  be  called  each  day  previous  to  proceed- 
ing to  business. 

8.  All  resolutions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  signed  by  the  mover,  and 
handed  to  the  Chair  or  Secretary,  before  debated. 

,  9.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but  to 
adjourn,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  commit,  to  lay  on  t,he  table,  or  to 
amend  ;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  arranged.  But  no  motion  or  proposition  on  a  subject  difFeient 
from  that  under  consideration,  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  amend- 
ment. 

10.  When  a  motion  has  been  once  made  and  carried  in  the  affirmative 
or  negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  who  voted  with  the  ma- 
jority lo  move  for  re-consideration  thereof  on  the  same  day. 

1 1 .  When  tlie  reading  of  any  paper  is  called  for,  and  is  objected  to  by 
a  member,  it  shall  be  determined  by  the  vote  of  the  Convention. 

12.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  tlie'Conveniiou 
unless  he  has  leave,  or  be  sick  and  unable  to  attend. 

13.  All  questions,  except  such  as  relate  to  the  Constitution,  shall  be  de- 
:ided  by  a  majority  of  votes. 

14.  Should  the  presiding  officer  fail  to  enforce  the  foregoing  regulation^, 
he  shall  be  regarded  as  untrue  to  his  trust,  and  shah  be  liable  to  bere'uinu 
edof  his  duty  by  any  member  present.

EEPOET  OF  THE  BQAto. 

To  THE  Baptist  State  Convention  of  K.  C, 

Dear  Brethren : — In  presenting  this  their  thirty-second 
annual  re23ort,  your  Board  would  again  gratefully  acknowl- 
edge the  goodness  of  God  in  preserving  the  lives  of  all  its 
members  during  the  past  year.  While,  however,  the  good- 
ness of  our  heavenly  Father  has  been  so  abundantly  mani- 
fested towards  us,  we  are  pained  at  the  thought  that  we  have 
been  enabled  to  do  so  little  for  the  promotion  of  His  glory 
and  the  extension  of  the  Hedeemer's  kingdom  in  the  earth. 
The  objects  of  the  Convention  embrace  Foreign  Missions, 
State  Missions,  Colportage  and  Ministerial  Education. 

State  Missions.  , 

Early  in  the  year,  about  the  time  the  Board  w^ere  accus- 
tomed to  appoint  Missionaries  and  arrange  other  matters  for 
the  year,  they  found  themselves  so  much  embarrassed  by 
their  present  indebtedness  and  the  crisis  then  upon  the  coun- 
try, that  they  felt  greatly  at  a  loss  to  know  what  was  their 
duty  under  the  cii'cumstauces. 

After  much  deliberation  they  came  to  the  conclusion  to  re- 
appoint Elders  John  Mitchell  and  R.  BL.  Griffith,  who  had 
been  in  the  employ  of  the  Board  for  several  years  past.  El- 
der Griffith  has  been  laboring,  with  commendable  zeal  and 
success,  in  Charlotte  for  the  last  three  or  four  years.  In  his 
last  quarterly  report,  he  writes :  "  During  the  last  four 
months  my  health  has  been  very  poor,  sometimes  uiiable  to 
preach  at  all  and  at  other  times  only  once  a  day.  I  have 
conHnued  to  superintend  the  Sabbath  School,  and  to  attend  the 
weekly  prayer-meetings.  The  troublous  times  have  greatly  af- 
fected the  efficiency  of  the  church.  Five  of  our  brethren  are  in 
the  army.  Some  others  have  had  to  leave  for  the  country  to 
support  their  families.  The  sisters  and  a/ew  brethi'en  remain. 
Tho  our  record  shows  a  membership  of  ITT,  yet  the  ability  and 
efficiency  of  the  church  have  been  greatly  diminished.   There 
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is  a  hopeful  state  of  things  among  the  colored  people  of  my 
congregation.  One  candidate  received  for  baptism,  and  sev- 
eral others  seem  deeply  concerned. 

Since  the  last  Convention  I  have  baptized  five.  The  pres- 
ent statistics  of  t^ie  church  are — whites  64  ;  colored  53  ;  to- 
tal 117.  Elder  Mitchell  preaches  at  Greensboro'  regularly 
on  the  second  and  fourth  Sabbaths  in  each  month.  His  la- 
bors have  been  greatly  blessed  and  his  heart  cheered  in  seeing 
the  pleasure  of '"the  Lord  prospering  in  his  hands.  A  small 
Sabbath  School  and  a  wefekly  prayer-meeting  are  kept  up. 
His  congregations  have  been  generally  good.  He  has  re- 
ceived by  baptism  during  the  year  14 ;  by  letter  8 — ^in  all  22. 
The  -whole  number  of  members  is  58. 

The  church  has  recently  enjoyed  a  refreshing  season  from 
the  presence  of  the  Lord.  Brother  Mitchell  in  his  report  says: 
Last  Thursday  week  we  commenced  a  protracted  meeting 
which  continued  for  a  full  week.  Brother  Mason  of  Yancey- 
ville  was  with  me.  He  labored  faithfully  and  God  blessed 
his  labors.  Six  persons  professed  conversion  and  others  came 
forwai'd  as  anxious  inquirers.  The  Lord  has  blessed  us  at 
Greensboro',  for  which  we  feel  devontly  thankful. 

By  reference  to  the  Minutes  of  last  year  it  will  be  seen  that 
this  department  is  in  debt  to  the  amount  of  $742  83.  Unless, 
therefore,  a  speedy  eifort  be  made  to  relieve  it  from  its  present 
liabilities,  not  only  will  the  many  destitute  fields,  which  liave 
80  repeatedly  asked  aid  from  the  Board,  have  to  remain  un- 
cultivated, but  also,  even  tlie  few,  which  have  already  been 
occupied  with  such  signal  success,  will  have  to  be  abandoned. 

Agency. 

The  Convention,  at  its  last  session,  instructed  the  Board 
to  secure  the  services  of  a  suitable  Agent.  At  an  early  day 
after  the  close  of  your  body,  the  Board  held  a  meeting  in 
reference  to  the  matter,  and  the  Secretary  was  requested  to 
open  a  correspondence  with  Elder  R.  R.  Savage,  with  a  view 
ot  securing  his  services  as  Agent.  After  several  weeks  re- 
fiection  and  consultation  with  friends.  Brother  Savage  de- 
clined the  appointniont  tendered  him  by  the  Board,  stating 
a^  the  reason  of  his  not  accepting  it,  that  owing  to  the  excited 
condition  of  the  country  at  that  time,  and  the  pressure  in  ii- 
naiicial  aftairs,  he  was  decidedly  of  the  opinion  that  an  Agent 
could  accomplish  but  little,  if  any  good  for  the  several  ob- 
jectb  wliicih  tue  Conrention  has  in  view.  At  a  subsequent 
meeting  of  the  Board,  the  matter  was  called  up  again  for  con- 


Hiiltatioii,  and  after  an  iiitcrchangc  of  views  on  tlie  sv.bject, 
they  fully  coiunu'ved  in  tlie  opinion  of  Brother  Savage,  and 
nnaniniously  decided  tliat  it  would  be  inexpedient,  under  ex- 
isting circ-uinstaneeb,  to  employ  an  Agent.  For  the  above 
i-easons,  with  others  Avhicli  inight  be  m-ged,  no  Agent  lias 
been  in  the  field  during  the  j^ast  year. 

MiXISTKRIAL  EdUCATIO>-. 

The  number  of  Beneficiaries  now  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  is  five.  In  our  last  Report  the  number  was  thirteen. 
This  diminution  has  been  .caused  mainly  by  the  unhappy 
state  of  aifairs  in  our  country.  Some  who  had  already  deter- 
mined to  ajjydy  to  the  Board  for  aid  when  hostilities  com- 
menced, felt  it  their  duty  to  enlist  as  soldiers  in  defence  of 
our  liberties  and  constitutional  rights.  So  that  the  fond  hope 
v,'hicli  we  all  clierished  of  improving  the  I'ising  ministry  must, 
for  the  pi'esent,  be  either  greatly  retarded,  or  entirely  suspen- 
ded,'in  consequence  of  the  unjust  and  unhallowed  v/ar,  which 
has  been  inaugurated  in  our  once  happy  and  prosperous  coun- 
try." We  are  please(l  to  learn  from  the  lleport  of  the  Faculty 
of  Wakr'  Forest  College,  that  tht?  five  brethren  who  still  re- 
main with  us,  are  prosecuting  their  studies  with  zeal  and  in- 
dustry. 

Owing,  however,  to  tlie  indebtedness  of  this  department, 
which  amounts  to  $670  TO,  it  rests  with  the  Convention  to 
decide  whether  all  or  any  of  the  present  number  of  Beneficia- 
ies  shall  be  continued  under  their  patronage. 

The  Board  feel  unwilling  to  assume  the  responsibility  of 
making  any  suggestion  touching  •  this.important  subject,  but 
humbly  trust  that  in  deciding  this  question,  God  may  give 
you  that  light  and  impress  you  with  such  views  that  whatev- 
er concl  asion  you  may  reach,  His  glory  in  the  end  may  be 
greatly  promoted. 

Ct'LPOETAGE. 

Tliis  department  has  been  conducted,  during  the  past  year, 
by  Elder  James  S.  Purefoy,  Depository  Agent.  We  learn 
from  him  that  there  have  been,  during  the  year,  ten  Colport- 
ers  engaged  in  the  work  portions  of  their  time. 

The  Board  would  beg  leave  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the 
Convention  one  feature  in  this  work,  or  rather  a  direction 
which  it  has  taken  for  the  last  few  months.  We  allude  to 
Colportage  among  the  soldiers,  than  which  a  more  important 
work  could  not  be  presented  for  your   consideration.     W^e. 
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it  is  our  duty  to  do  all  our  circumstances  will  allow  for  all 
the  objects  of  the  Convention,  yet  it  would  certainly  be  wise 
to  fall  in  with  the  indications  of  Providence,  when  directed 
especiaUy  to  any  specific  object.  Unless  we  have  entirely 
mistaken  the  signs  of  the  times,  God  has  directed  the  minds 
of  manv  of  his  servants  to  this  particular  work  of  christian 
benevolence.  "When  hundreds  and  thousands  of  our  soldiers, 
consisting  of  our  sons,  and  brothers,  and  fathers,  had  left  their 
quiet  and  peaceful  homes,  aud  had  marched  to  Virginia's  soil 
to  lay  down  their  lives  in  defense  of  all  we  hold  most  dear 
on  earth,  it  was  ascertained  by  that  niost  devoted  and  inde- 
fatigable servant  uf  God,  Elder  A.  E.  Dickinson,  General  Su- 
perintendent of  Golportage  in  Ya.,  that  many  of  the  soldiers 
were  destitute  of  the  Word  of  life  and  other  religious  books. 
He  immediately  commenced  his  mission  of  mercy  and  made 
an  appeal  to  christians  in  jS^.  C.  to  co-operate  with  him  in  his 
labor  of  love.  That  appeal  met  with  a  hearty  response  from 
V.  number  of  churches  throughout  the  State,  as  well  as  fron; 
individual  christians,  and  citizens  generally.  Whenever  tlie 
subject  of  Golportage  among  the  soldiers,  has  been  presented 
to  our  churches  and  congregations,  they  have  shown  a  wil- 
lingness and  liberality  in  responding  to  the  call,  unprecedent 
ed  in  regard  to  any  otlier  object  of  christian  benevolence. 
This  shows  that  their  hearts  are  in  the  work,  and  that  they 
are  fully  alive  to  its  importance.  Besides,  God  has  given  un- 
mistakable tokens  of  his  favor,  in  blessing  the  efforts  of  his 
servants  in  this  field  of  labor.  "We  learn  that  there  has  been 
a  very  happy  state  of  religious  feeling  in  some  of  the  camps 
in  Virginia,  and  that^ome  among  our  soldiers  have  already 
professed  conversion.  One  writer  from  camp  Bee,  1st  X.  G. 
Kegiment,  under  date  of  Sept.  24th,  says  :  "  On  Sunday,  the 
ir)th  instant,  1  was  one  of  a  large  number  that  stood  on  the 
banks  of  the  Potomac  to  witness  a  scene  like  that  performed 
in  tlie  river  Jordan  many  years  ago.  It  was  about  4  o'clock 
in  the  evening,  while  the  Potomac  reflected  most  beautifully 
the  rays  of  the  sun  that  fell  on  her  broad  bosom.  The  Yan- 
kee ships  were  lying  near  Maryland  Point  except  one,  which 
moved  up  a  little  as  if  to  see  what  all  this  meant.  But  she 
did  not  interrupt  us,  as  I  suppose  she  thought  our  business 
not  "  contraljand  of  war.'  But  brother  Bagby,  Ghaplain  of 
the  4Gth  Ya.  Regiment,  led  six  young  men,  members  of  the 
3rd  N.  C.  Regiment,  down  into  the  water  and  baptized  them. 
It  was  a  scene  which  no  doubt  impressed  many  a  soul.  The 
€0»gregatiQii  was  composed  entirely  of  soldiers  of  the  differ? 
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ent  regiments  of  this  Brigade."  Many  other  interesting  in- 
cidents could  be  given  if  our  space  would  allow.  It  may  not 
be  out  of  place,  in  this  connection,  to  state,  that  wen  the 
supply  of  Bibles  and  Testaments,  on  hand,  was  nearly,  if  not 
quite  exliausted,  and  when  our  enemies  had  decided  that 
even  the  Word  of  GTod  was  "  contraband  of  war,"  the  South- 
western Publishing  House,  Nashville,  Temj.,  procured  and 
run  the  blockade  with  a  set  of  plates  and  otters  to  print 
200,000  copies  of  Bibles  and  Testaments  for  the  Confederate 
army  at  cost.  Here  then,  brethren,  is  an  open  door — a  new 
field  of  labor.  Let  us  enter  and,  culti.vate  it,  and  doubtless  it 
will  yield  a  rich  harvest.  And  while,  our  soldiers,  many  of 
them  in  the  bloom  of  youth,  are  exposed  to  the  hardships  and 
vices  incident  to  a  camp  life,  and  to  the  dangers  of  the  battle 
field,  let  us  supply  them  with  the  Word  of  life,  and  labor  and 
pray  that  their  precious  sonis  may  be  saved- 

We  are  also  happy  to  be  informed  that  the  Xew  Testament 
has  been  recently  published  by  the  Bible  Board  of  the  S.  B. 
Convention,  jSTashville,  Tenn.  Twelve  thousand  copies  have 
been  purchased  for  circulation  among  the  soldiers  in  Va.,  and 
the  Colportcrs  will  dispose  of  them  at  twelve  cents  each.  The 
book  is  well  printed,  is  in  convenient  form,  and  through  the 
eftbrts  of  the  men  engaged  in  this  holy  mission  will  soon  meet 
with  general  circulation.  Surely  '"  the  Word  of  God  is  not 
bound." 

FOREIGN   MISSIONS. 

The  Board  are  still  unable  to  state,  accurately,  the  whole 
amount  contributed  annually,  to  this  department  in  the  State. 
In  order  to  make  a  full  sho\vi|ig  of  all  that  the  Associations' 
and  churches,  which  are  represented  in  the  Convention,  are 
doing  for  each  object  embraced  by  the  Convention,  the  Clerks 
of  the  respective  Associations  have  been  requested.from  time 
tQ  time  to  forward  the  amount?  contributed  annually  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board,  that  they  might  appear  in  the  Eeport 
of  the  Board  or  in  the  Minutes  of  the  Convention.  This  re- 
quest has  not  been  complied  with,  and  consequently  we  shall 
not  receive  credit  for  what  we  have  really  done.  An  appeal 
was  made  last  Spring  by  the  Secretaries  of  the  Board- of  For- 
eign Mission  to  the  churches  of  this  State  for  funds  to  meet 
the  pressing  demands  then  made  upon  them.  This  call  wag 
responded  to  by  diflPerent  churches  and  individual  christians 
who  feel  an  unabated  interest  in  this  noble  enterprise*  "We 
axe  happy  to  learn  from  comnvunications  from  the  Secretaries 
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of  tiie  1'.  M.  B'>ard  that  God  ij  blussiii*;  tlie  laijui-.s  of  onj* 
uiis^ioiiaries  in  heathen  land.?.  One  of  the  Secretaries  write^: 
"  \\fc  are  receiving  good  iiew.s  from  our  missionaries.  It  is 
indeed  encouraging  that,  wliilc  the  war  is  diminishing  tlic  in- 
terest at  home  in  our  missions,  God  is  pouring  out  his  Spirit 
arnung  tlie  lieathen."  In  a  recent  communication  to  tlie  Bih 
lical  lieeoi-der.  Kcv.  A.  M.  Poindexter  says  :  ''  Notwitlistand- 
ing  the  inte!TU})tions  of  the  mails,  we  receive  occasioiuilly 
letters  from  our  missionaries.  Our  last  advices  are  from  Cen- 
tral xV.frica  to  June  ;  Shanghai  April:  Canton  May.  Our 
l»rethren  and  sisters  were  all  well,  and  the  news  from  their 
respective  i-clds  was  encourrglng.  Jiro.  Crawford,  of  the 
Shanghai  mission,  had  just  reiurned  from  a  trip  into  the  in- 
terior. He  re})resents  the  country  visited  as  aftbrding  great 
facilitie.H  fur  labor  and  calling  loudly  for  an  increase  of  mis- 
sionaries. Brethren  Holmes  and  Hartwcll  were  in  Shantung 
Province,  which  they  regard  as  a  very  inviting  field.  The  be- 
loved Yates  was  faithfully  laboring  on  at  Shanghai.  At 
Canton  the  work  continues  to  i)rogress.  Frequent  baptisms 
result  from  the  ministrations  of  Gaillard  and  Schilling.  At 
Abeokuta,  Africa,  our  brethren  are  made  exceedingly  joyful. 
The  work  of  the  Lord  is  pros]>ering  in  their  hands,  especially 
among  the  children  and  youth  of  brotlrer  Phillips'  school." 
Thus,  at  every  point,  God  is  encouraging  the  hearts  of  our 
In-ethren.  It  would  seem,  then,  brethren,  from  the  clear  in- 
dications of  Providence,  even  amidst  all  that  is  calculated  to 
discourage  us,  that  two,  at  least,  of  the  objects  of  the  Conven- 
tion, invite  especial  attention  and  renewed  energy  at  this 
time — those  of  Colportage  among  the  soldiers  and  Foreign 
Missions.  Let  us  no:  be  insensible  to  the  signs  of  the  times. 
Let  it  not  be  said  of  us,  in  the  promotion  of  the  objects  of  the 
Convention,  that  "  the  children  of  this  world  in  their  genera- 
tion, are  wiser  than  the  children  of  light." 

]!^ever  has  the  Convention  met  under  circumstances  so  pe- 
culiar. At  our  last  session  the  dark  storm  had  commenced 
gathering  over  r>s,  and  in  the  space  of  one  short  year  we  tind 
ourselves  in  the  midst  of  a  civil  war,  the  tinai  result  of  which 
God  alone  can  foretell.  While,  however,  our  resources  are 
taxed  to  inect  -lie  presping  demands  of  our  government,  Avhile 
we  feel  the  niost  earnist  solicitude  as  to  what  will  be  our  fate, 
and  the  deepest. anxiety  for  our  sons  and  brothers  who  are 
n^'W  on  the  "  tented  Held,'  let  us  not  forget  the  duties  which 
we  owe  God,  and  the  obligations  under  which  we  are  placed 
to  love  Him  more  fervently  and^serve  Him  more  faithfully 
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than  ever  before,  for  the  very  wonderful  iiianiitr  in  Avliick  He 
]ias  preserved  us  and  our  soldiers,  and  for  the  sia;nal  victories 
which  lie  has  enabled  us  to  achieve  over  an  invading  ibe. 
Let  us,  brethren,  in  this  dark  hour  of  trial,  look  to  Him  wiio 
liath  said,  '*  Call  upon  me  in  the  day  of  trouble  and  I  will  de- 
liver thee  and  thou  shalt  glorify  me." 


EEPOET  Of  THE  COM]»ki:iTTEE  O^  PEEIODICALS, 

The  committee  on  Periodicals  ask  leave  to  call  attention  to 
the  Commission  and  tlie  Recorder.  The  Commission  was  sus- 
pended after  the  publication  of  the  August  number.  Three 
numbers  of  the  Home  and  Foreign  Journal  of  the  present 
volume  have  been  issued,  but  the  receipts  from  subscribers 
are  so  small  that  the  question  whether  to  continue  the  publi- 
cation is  now  claiming  the  serious  attention  of  .the  Boards. 

Considerable  sums  are  due  to  each  of  these  Periodicals,  es- 
pecially to  the  Journal.  But  though  accounts  have  been  Sent 
out,  the  returns  have  been  small,  and  if  the  Journal  is  con- 
tinued, it  must  be  at  a  heavy  expense  to  the  Boards.  Tliat 
the  Journal  should  be  suspended  would  -be  matter  for  deep 
regret.  It  is  noAV  the  only  organ  of  the  Boards,  and  now, 
when  so  many  of  the  weeklies  have  been,  and  others  are  like- 
ly to  be  stop])ed,  it  seems  to  be  more  than  ever  needed.  Wo 
M'ould  urge  those  who  have  heretofore  taken  it  to  continue 
their  subscriptions ;  those  in  arrears  to  pay  up  ;  such  as  have 
not  taken  it  to  do  so.  The  price  is  so  small,  only  25  cents 
per  copy,  that  few  would  be  unable  to  pay  for  it ;  and  the 
su])port  thus  given  would  be  worth  much  more  to  tlie  cause 
of  missions  than  the  contributions  of  that  amount  directly  to 
the  treasury,  by  ensuring  the  continued  publication  of  the 
paper. 

The  Biblical  Becorder,  the  organ  of  the  Convention,  and 
the  only  medium  of  communication  with  the  churches,  is  now 
conducted  by  an  accurate  scholar,  a  lively  writer,  a  sound 
theologian,  and  an  efficient  business  man.  Its  editorials  arc 
sprightly  and  devout,  its  selections  are  orthodox  and  discreet, 
its  sunnnary  of  news  complete  and  reliable.  We  therefore 
offer  tlie  following  resolutions  : 

1st.  That  we  most  earnestly  suggest  to  all  our  ministei'S 
the  importance  of  la3'ing  the  claims  of  the  Recorder  before  all 
their  congregation. 

2nd.  That  our   Sabbath   Scliool  tcachere   be   requested  to

recommend  the  Recorder  to  tlie  young  in  order  that  good 
seed  may  take  deep  root  in  the  soil  before  weeds  shall  occupy 
the  ground.

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REPORT  OF  DEPOSITORY  AGEXT. 

Owing  to  the  war  and  scarcity  of  money,  several  our  Col- 
porters  resigned,  and  the  work  of  Colportage  has  been  much 
retarded, 

Bro.  P.  Oliver,  beneficiary  of  the  Convention,  has  labored 
to  a  small  extent  in  the  vicirity  of  Madison.  J.  Wheeler  has 
labored  132  days  in  the  counties  of  Wake  and  John^t)n,  but 
resigned  to  enlist  as  a  soldier.  W.  Pope  labored  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Sandy  Creek  Association  49  days,  but  resigned 
to  engage  in  other  duties.  D.  B.  Bennet  labored  156  days  in 
the  county  of  Wayne,  but  resigned  to  labor  in  a  similar  ca- 
pacity for  the  Union  Association.  P.  Grimes  labored  146 
days  in  AVilkes  and  adjoining  counties,  and  is  still  engaged  in 
the  field.  He  reports  good  success  and  several  conversions  in 
connection  with  his  labors.  J.  B.  Harris  labored  210  days 
very  successfully  within  the  bounds  of  the  Tar  River  Asso- 
ciation, but  he  resigned  to  go  to  the  war.  T.  C.  Lewis  has 
labored  54  days  within  the  bounds  of  the  Beulah  Association, 
and  is  still  engaged  to  a  limited  extent.  J.  F.  McLure  has 
labored  26  days  in  Union  and  adjacent  counties  with  good 
sales,  but  has  had  his  laboui-s  much  retarded  by  afilictions  in 
his  family.  His  last  letter  informs  us  that  the  health  of  his 
family  has  much  improved,  and  that  he  hopes  now  to  be  able 
to  prosecute  his  lal)ors  without  interruption. 

Our  operations  have  been  for  the  last  Conventional  year  to 
Oct.  1,  1S61,  as  follows :  781  days  ;  families  visited  3,712  ; 
families  conversed  or  prayed  Avith  1632  ;  families  destitute  of 
the  Bible  227  ;  destitute  of  other  religious  books  278  ;  sermons 
or  addresses  116  ;  prayer  meetings  21 ;  Sabbath  Schools  or- 
ganized 31 ;  miles  traveled  7055  ;  Sunday  School  libraries 
sold  2  ;  Bibles  and  Testaments  given  away  120 — value  $20  35; 
religious  books  find  tracts  given  away  $58  72 ;  Bibles  and 
Testaments  sold  211 — value  $159  88  ;  value  of  religious  books 
sold  $465  59  ;  ])ages  of  tracts  distributed  100,000  ;  traveling 
expenses  $33  77 ;  salaries  $473  05.

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KEPORT  OF  COMMITTEE   OK  INDEBTEDNESS  OF 
THE  BOAED. 

The  committee  on  tlie  indebtedness  of  the  Board  for  Min- 
isterial Education  and  State  Missions  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following  Report : 

The  indebtedness  of  the  Board  for  Ministerial  Education  at 
the  close  of  the  last  session  of  Wake  Foi'cst  College  amounted 
in  the  aggregate  to  $750.  This  amount  has  been  further  in- 
creased by  the  expenses  of  eight  Beneficiaries  during  the 
present  session  of  the  College  (five  at  the  College,  and  tlii-ce 
at  primary  schools.)  So  that  the  sum  total  of  the  debt  which 
will  be  due  and  owing  at  the  close  of  the  present  session  of 
onr  College  will  not  fall  far  short  of  $1,000. 

This  debt  has  l>een  incurred  solely  by  the  support,  main- 
tenance and  education  of  young  men  having  the  ministry  in 
view,  and  who  had  not  the  means  to  qualify  themselves  for 
so  important  a  work.  By  reference  to  the  Report  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  at  the  last  session  of  the  Convention,  it 
will  be  observed  that  there  was  a  rapid  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  Beneficiaries  during  the 'previous  year,  inasmuch  as 
the  Board  was  instructed  to  invite  all  young  men  of  good 
moral  character  having  the  Gospel  ministry  in  view,  to  pre- 
sent themselves  that  they  might  be  educated  and  qualified  to 
enter  upon  the  arduous  duties  of  their  sacred  calling. 

This  increase  of  applicants  without  a  corresponding  increase 
in  the  funds  of  the  Convention  for  this  oljjdct,  (but  in  fact  a 
decrease  during  tlie  past  year  in  the  receipts  for  ministerial 
education)  has  left  the  Board  in  debt  with  no  funds  on  hand 
to  liquidate  the  same. 

The  Board  in  incurring  this  liability  for  the  support  and 
education  of  those  young  men  ''  called  of  God  to  the  minis- 
try" have  relied  u])on  the  liberality  of  the  I^aptists  thi'ough- 
out  the  State  to  come  to  their  relief.  Since  it  is  a  matter  of 
vital  interest  to  the  churches  at  large  that  young  men  should 
be  educated,  that  the  church  of  the  "  Blessed  Redeemer"  in 
its  progress  onward  conquering  and  to  conquer,  might  soon 
reign  triumphant  "  from  the  rivers  to  the  ends  of  She  earth.'' 

\  our  Committee  having  also  muler  consideration  tlie  in- 
debtedness of  the  J^oard  for  State  Missions,  find  that  there  is 
a  debt  unpaid  of  some  $750. 

"\Ve  Avould,  therefoi'c,  I'ccommend  as  the  best  modeof  rai^ing 
money  to  liquidate  their  debts,  that  "Circular  Letters"  be 
issued  to  the  Churches  composing  this  Convention,  with  a 
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plain  statement  of  the  fact  that  the  Board  have  Incurred  a- 
debt  for  the  Education  of  young  men  "  called  of  God  to  the 
Ministry  "'  and  for  State  Missions,  and  that  the  Board  expects 
the  Churches  to  give  speedily  whatever  pecuniary  aid  they 
can  towards  paying  off  the  debts  already  incurred,  and  to 
foster  in  the  future  these  most  important  objects  of  the  Con- 
vention. As  upon  their  success  depends,  in  a  great  degree, 
the  future  prosperity  ot  the  Church.  By  thus  appealing  to 
the  Churches,  your  committee  is  persuaded  that  many  would 
respond  favorably.  At  the  same  time  we  would  urge  upon 
the  members  of  the  Convention  and  the  visiting  brethren  to 
exert  themselves  in  presenting  the  claims  of  the  Board  to  their 
respective  churches  so  as  to  secure  their  earliest  co-operatiou 
and  assistance  in  their  present  time  of  need,  and  to  make 
them  feel  that  the  work  is  theirs,  and  that  they  will  be  re- 
sponsible for  its  discontinuance.  There  is  now  more  than 
ever,  a  crying  demand  for  Ministers  of  the  Gospel,  and  for 
increased  zeal  and  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Churches  to  for- 
ward the  work  of  Ministerial  Education  in  the  State,  and  also 
to  promote  the  cause  of  State  Missions.  Since  this  most  ini- 
quitous war  has  made  a  great  demand  upon  the  ministers  of 
our  denominaiion  to  go  forth  as  chaplains  in  the  army  to 
preach  the  ''  unsearchable  riches  of  Clii-ist,"  to  those  noble- 
heai'ted  men  who  have  taken  up  arms  to  defend  their  native 
land  and  country  from  the  ruthless  invasion  of  an  infuriated 
peop*e.  This  continual  drain  has  left  many  of  our  churches 
entirely  destitute. 

We  would  respectfully  recommend  in  oi-der  to  carry  out 
most  successfully  the  plan  proposed  of  raising  funds  to  ]>ay 
off' the  debts  of  the  Board,  that  Bro.  Ilufham  lie  requested  to 
draw  up  and  have  published  a  circular  letter,  and  to  forward 
the  same  as  soon  as  possible  to  the  scA'eral  churches  composing 
this  Convention. 

Your  connnittee  would  also  recommend  the  appointment 
of  three  to  report  at  the  next  session  of  the  Convention  on  tho 
propriety  of  changing  the  present  plan  in  regard  to  tiie  pay- 
ment of  the  expenses  of  Beneliciaries.
